trial Park, Shenzhen, China, during May, the theme of the 
event was “Gathering Photographers’ Strength.” 


Red carpet treatment, flashes in your face and TV 
cameras all around added to the occasion and everyone 
wanted their photograph taken with us, as two of only 
four Westerners present, our features were obviously 
out of the ordinary.

The 
interesting point about their association is that it is not 
open to everyone and it is very difficult to become a 
member - they were fascinated when we told them that 
anyone could join PSSA. 


We were in Hong Kong when the earthquake struck and 
were fortunate that we did not feel anything. When 
planning the trip we had hoped to visit the Pandas but 
time just did not make this possible - fortunately for us 
- otherwise we could have been right in the middle of 
the quake. The only real effect it had on us is that the 
opening banquet was cancelled and instead we attended

About Photography And Hoaxes 


lam referring to the May 2008 edition of IMAGE. 


It is wonderful news by the president to take part 
in the world photography event. Recently, | 
conducted a quick survey to see how many 
scientific fields use photography as a crucial 
basis for their existence, and by which they 
cannot prove anything if itis not for this medium, 
whether it is film or digital. The number of 
applications is numerous and if you will allow me, 
| willlist some of them here. Interestingly, some 
kinds of photography allow us to look “inward” 
and other types allow us to look “outward”, and 
are these not necessary to understand life? For 
me personally, scientific photography i.e. to use 
the science of photography to record scientific 
events is an absolute passion and a challenge. 


To put this in perspective, let me quote from a 
former Kodak publication the following: 
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"eu. and interpretation lie at the 
heart of scientific inquiry. More than a 
century ago, researcher and philosopher 
Charles Sanders Peirce (1839-1914) 
observed that, “There are real things, whose 
characters are entirely independent of our 
opinions about them... by taking advantage 
of the laws of perception, we can ascertain 
by reasoning how things really are...”. 


"Today no less than in Peirce’s time ® 
accurate perception of phenomena remal 
essential to understanding our world and 
the universe beyond. The human eye, 
however, sees only what is visible. Thus 
the modern scientist cannot rely on sight 
alone to perceive or explain the subject of 
his inquiry so he often uses tools such as 
photography to enhance objective docu- 
mentation of research activities and to 
provide new insights into his research. 
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Photography conventional and uncon- 
ventional helps sharpen the scientists’ 
perception by expanding the limited 
capabilities of human vision beyond direct 
observation, enhancing the visible, and 
revealing the invisible world around us.” 


Scientific uses of photography include: Aerial 
photography of the earth [looking down] , colour 
infrared aerial photography from above, photo 
interpretation, space photography i.e. International 
Space Station and Shuttle, Satellite images of 
earth, Hubble space telescope [looking outward], 
astrophotography, Schlieren photography, 
iefringement photography, photoelasticity, 
n photography, photomacrography, photo- 
micrography, spectography, forensic photo- 
graphy, thermography, ultraviolet photography, 
X-ray photography, Computed tomography [CT 
scans], ultrasound photography, radionuclide 
[gamma scanning], endoscopy, high-speed photo- 
graphy, MRI photography, Scanning Tunneling 
Microscopy [STM], scanning electron microscopy, 
transmission electron microscopy. Even this list 
may not be complete, but it will prove to us, the 
important role this medium has taken up in our 
present world. | am convinced that most readers 
may noteven be aware ofthis enormous diversity 
of photography. 


A note or two about photo hoaxing: generally in 
our current world, many inventions have a ‘bad’ 
and a 'good' side. In other words we can use it 
to our benefit, but it could also be used against 
ourselves, thus not promoting progress. Two 
such things are (1) the Internetand (2) Photoshop. 
Inprinciple there is nothing wrong with them, but 
Ф: and information freely available should 
leave us with a lot of skepticism. 


The Internet: 


Recently a 3 year photography class ata local 
University of Technology was given the 
assignment of investigating different file formats 
available to the photographer today. Naturally, 
they all went to the Internet, coming up with 
articles by every Tom, Dick and Harry. One of the 
problems is that they cannot establish what is 
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proper information and what is not. Apart from 
the fact that mostofthemtransgressed in terms 
of plagiarism, they did not even read the article 
but merely ‘copied-and-pasted’ whatever was 
on the screen. For example; in one case a 
student refers to Photoshop 3 while we are 
already at Photoshop 9 or 10, light years beyond 
version 3. But apart from that, | found by 
researching articles, for example on abstract 
photography that the information published by 
so-called "experts" is really a lot of rubbish. This 
brings me to the point; how many “amateur” 
photographers are out there, publishing 
photographic articles, to be read by the world, 
while beginners in photography soak up this 
information, as if it were “true”. Are we really 
using proper information to expand our knowledge 
of photography? For example, as taught by 
South African “experts” yellow is a primary 
colour in photography. We are talking about the 
bare basics of photography here. This might be 
a reason why most universities do not allow 
more than 20% of literature referencing to come 
from the Internet and Wikipedia is completely 
avoided for the very same reasons. 


Photoshop and hoaxes: 


Itis then no surprise that so many photographic 
hoaxes in terms of pictures are doing the round. 
A quick example is the picture | received a few 
years ago, where the caption reads that this 
Russian [Ilyushin 1-86] aircraft is taking off ina 
distance of less than 1000 ft of runway overa 
cliff clearly showing the sea and rock in front of 
the aircraft. A private pilot forwarded the email 
tome, but even so, just using normal knowledge 
about this situation will prove that this type of 
aircraft needs at least 7000 ft of runway! 
Another really good one was the iceberg where 
you could clearly see the bottom of the iceberg 
below the surface of the water. But when you 
look carefully you will notice that the sun at the 
top is from a different angle than the one below 
the water surface!! Huh? Ido notthink that the sun 
or shadows will swop around once below the 
surface of the water. [See image below by Ralph 
Clevenger] 
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| conducted a search for this image on Google 
[Iceberg2 1.jpg] and | got 7 references to this 
image, INCLUDING a website which publishes 
"fun pictures", (http://www.truthorfiction.com/ 
contact.htm) but it was used by the other sites as 
a “factual” image taken by some “oil Rig Manager’. 
My next move was to search for “Global Marine 
Drilling” (apparently the oil rigger was working for 
this company) which | found, and even they make 
mention of the ‘hoax’ about this image and the 
connection to their company. The final nail was 
at (http://www. hoax-slayer.com/iceberg-photo- 
hoax.shtml ) published as recently as March 2008 
where the whole story is told in full by the creator 
himself! Something that could help us in future 
with authenticity, might be the metadata recorded 
with the image, but even that could be misleading. 


Soasmartgive-away isthe clone toolin Photoshop. 
Look carefully and you will spot it like the recent 
debacle ofthe Chinese picture [by Liu Weiqing] of 
the train, which won him a wildlife prize until it 
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was discovered to be a faked image. Apparently 
the same rock in his “winning” photo also appears 
in other pictures of Liu. 


But wait, that’s not all! Photographic and 
Photoshop hoaxes are not new at ail! In the 
publication “Review of the week” dated 19 May 
1900, the editor is in conversation with his 
assistant by the name of Tomkins, discussing the 
possibility of taking a good war photo for his next 
edition of “Review of the week”. The editor 
wanted a full-page picture of a scene where 
Kitchener and Roberts give instructions to Ge 
French while in battle. In the foregroundab 
must explode. Tomkins told the editor that this 
was easy to set up, he would just order some 
assistants with battle dress and fake moustaches, 
while a few ounces of gunpowder would do the 
trick of simulating the bomb. Do you think that this 
picture was interpreted by its readers as a fake, 
especially when photography was only a few 
years old and the camera never lies? 


Hoaxes are not new at all, but the difference 
today is that we wantto use them to communicate 
“facts” to the masses by means of easy access 
to the electronic medium, as well as making 
“money” out of other people’s ignorance. We 
want to hear the “whoa” from people when they 
are looking at our images, but is this all the 
appreciation we want out of this? What about 
respect? 


This is exactly my argumentin "favour" of traditional 
film based photography. Itis now time fortraditį 
photography to become a true “art medium, 
because of the knowledge you need to properly 
handle photographic materials and processes. | 
amnot saying that digital is “wrong”, butto see the 
different medium in perspective for the proper 
use of both. 


Best regards and shall! say, “happy hoax hunting” 
or “happy hoax creation”?
